In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  3  female  children 
placed  under  contract  at  Hellingly  Mental  Hospital  and 
9  male  children  placed  under  contract  at  the  Surrey 
County  Mental  Hospital  at  Netherne. 

The  Rev.  J.  P.  R.  Bacon-Phillips  was  appointed 
Chaplain  of  the  Mental  Hospital,  as  from  the  1st 
January,  1922,  in  succession  to  the  Rev.  H.  Thomas, 
whose  resignation  was  referred  to  in  the  last  Report. 

Following  the  practice  adopted  in  several  other 
Mental  Hospitals,  the  Committee  have  made  a  new 
departure  by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  Glassington, 
of  Haywards  Heath,  as  Visiting  Dentists  to  the 
Mental  Hospital. 

The  general  health  of  the  Patients  and  Staff  has 
been  satisfactory. 
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During  the  year  78  Patients  have  been  discharged 
from  the  Institution  recovered  and  32  have  sufficiently 
recovered  to  permit  of  their  discharge  to  the  care  of 
their  relatives  or  friends. 

The  Weekly  Maintenance  Rate  in  respect  of  the

It  will  be  seen  that,  in  consequence  of  the  changed 
economic  conditions,  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  Patients 
shews  a  gratifying  decrease  during  the  past  year. 

Members  of  the  Committee  have  visited  the 
Patients  and  inspected  the  Wards  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  they  have 
been  successful  in  arranging  a  contract  with  the 
Middlesex  Mental  Hospital  Visiting  Committee  for  the 
reception  of  15  Female  Patients  from  Napsbury  Mental 
Hospital,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  14th 
February,  1922. 

A  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Control  visited  the 
Mental  Hospital  on  the  28th  April  last  and  left  a 
favourable  report.

Deputations  from  Boards  of  Guardians  visited  the 
Patients  in  the  Institution  chargeable  to  their  several 
Unions,  and  in  every  case  left  favourable  reports. 

The  imbecile  children  boarded  out  at  Hellingly  and 
Netherne  Mental  Hospitals  respectively  have  been 
visited  by  two  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and 
in  each  case  found  the  Patients  well  cared  for  and 
happy. 

On  the  27th  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to  the 
Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  will  be 
published  in  the  Committee’s  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  have  put  in  hand  during  the  year 
the  plastering  of  the  Nurses’  bedrooms  in  the  main 
building,  at  a  cost  of  £270,  and  the  outside  painting 
of  the  main  buildings,  the  latter  work  being  performed 
by  temporary  painters  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Committee,  at  a  cost  of  £650. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  the  efficiency  of  the 
existing  Sewage  Farm  for  the  treatment  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  sewage,  two  settling  tanks  were  provided,  at  a  cost 
(including  the  erection  of  a  6ft.  unclimbable  fence 
around  the  same)  of  £780.

REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  SURGEON. 


Brighton  County  Borough  Mental  Hospital, 

Haywards  Heath. 

The  Dental  Surgeon  has  the  honour  to  lay  before 
the  Committee  his  first  Report. 

The  number  of  Patients  attended  since  May  has 
been  : — Males,  97  ;  Females,  112  ;  Total,  209. 

Altogether  292  teeth  have  been  extracted,  either 
under  gas  or  with  local  anaesthetic. 

The  number  of  fillings  done  has  been  9,  and,  where 
possible,  most  Patients  have  had  their  teeth  “scaled.” 

As  a  whole  the  Patients’  mouths  are  in  a  very  bad 
state,  almost  every  other  one  having  chronic  Pyorrhoea, 
which  has  in  some  cases  necessitated  the  removal  of  all 
teeth. 

The  conduct  of  the  Patients  has  been  extremely  good. 

The  help  given  by  the  Medical  Officers  in  administering 
gas  has  been  greatly  appreciated.

Halls.  The  Patients  are  now  given  a  choice  in 
the  selection  of  hymns,  and  the  Litany  is  recited  at 
Morning  Prayer  on  the  last  Sunday  in  the  month  at 
their  request.  The  numbers  attending  Chapel  have 
greatly  increased  during  the  year,  and  many  kind  letters 
of  appreciation  from  the  Patients  have  been  received 
by  the  Chaplain.  The  Chaplain  desires  to  record  that 
he  has  received  every  help  from  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  his  Staff  in  his  work,  and  that  the  Organist 
and  Choir  have  his  grateful  thanks  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  and  help,  which  have  contributed  largely 
to  the  success  of  the  Chapel  Services.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  BOARD 

OF  CONTROL. 


Brighton  County  Borough  Mental  Hospital, 

Haywards  Heath, 

April  28th ,  1922. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  Institution,  and  can  report 

very  favourably  of  its  general  condition  and  of  the  care 

and  consideration  that  is  given  to  the  Patients.  Apart 

from  appeals  for  discharge  and  some  grumbling  as  to 

the  dietary,  to  which  I  refer  later,  I  received  no 

complaints.  On  the  contrary,  several  convalescent 

Patients  on  both  sides  spoke  to  me  appreciatively  of 

their  treatment  while  here,  and  one  lady  Patient, 

herself  a  qualified  and  fully  trained  nurse  before  her 

mental  breakdown,  expressed  her  admiration,  not 

unmixed  with  surprise,  at  the  efficient  modes  of  nursing 

prevailing  in  the  Female  Infirmary. 

« 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  most  of  the  suggestions  made 
by  my  colleague  at  the  last  visit  have  received  attention 
— the  supply  of  books  and  games  has  been  increased, 
indoor  slippers  are  now  generally  provided,  coverings 
have  been  fitted  to  all  the  machines  in  the  Laundry, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  periodical  visits 
of  a  Dental  Surgeon,  and  the  amenities  of  the  friends 
visiting  deceased  Patients  have  been  improved. 

The  Patients  on  both  sides  presented  a  well-cared-for 
appearance  and  were  tidily  clothed  :  the  dresses  of  the 
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women  are  somewhat  unnecessarily  drab  and  un¬ 
attractive,  but  this  matter  is  receiving  attention  and 
will  be  bettered  when  the  existing  supplies  of  war-time 
stuffs  are  used  up.

There  are  to-day  on  the  Statutory  Books  the  names 
of  783  Patients,  294  of  whom  are  Men  and  489  Women  ; 
one  of  each  sex  was  to-day  on  trial.  Thirty-seven  Men 
and  30  Women  are  of  the  Private  class — of  The  37 
Men  26  are  “Service”  Patients,  to  whom  I  gave  special 
attention,  and  satisfied  myself  as  to  their  being  in 
receipt  of  the  privileges  to  which  they  are  entitled. 
The  Out-County  Patients  number  153  (48  Men  and  105 
Women):  of  these  118  (42  Men  and  76  Women)  are 
received  from  the  County  Borough  of  Eastbourne  under 
Contract,  and  14  Women  from  Middlesex  (Napsbury) 
Asylum — one  of  these  Women,  A.H.,  complained  to  me 
of  being  sent  away  so  far  from  her  home  and  relatives. 
One  of  the  “Service”  Patients,  D.F.P.,  also  expressed 
a  wish  to  me  to  be  moved  to  a  London  Institution, 
where  his  friends  reside  now.  Eleven  Brighton  Juvenile 
Patients  are  boarded  out,  2  Girls  at  the  East  Sussex 
Mental  Hospital  at  Hellingly  and  9  Boys  at  the  Surrey 
Mental  Hospital  at  Netherne.  This  Institution  has 
now  only  two  vacancies  for  Men,  while  the  Female 
side  is  overcrowded  by  40. 
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The  Wards,  Dormitories  and  Airing  Courts  are  well 
kept,  while  the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  There  are  many  parts  of  the  buildings  which 
require  internal  painting  and  re-decoration  ;  this  work 
will  be  taken  in  hand  as  opportunity  offers,  and  can 
only  be  done  gradually. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  a  thick  soup,  followed 
by  bread  and  cheese.  It  is  the  poorest  dinner  of  the 
week,  and  did  not  seem  to  be  very  highly  appreciated, 
though  there  were  but  few  serious  complaints  as  to  the 
dietary.  I  was  glad  to  learn  that  efforts  are  being 
made  to  improve  the  monotony  of  the  breakfasts  and 
teas,  which  have  for  so  long  consisted  only  of  bread 
and  margarine.  As  was  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Forwood, 
who  visited  the  “  Service  ”  Men  in  this  Institution  in 
August  of  last  year,  no  second  course  is  given  at  the 
mid-day  meal  on  any  day  in  the  week,  and  the  meals 
are  practically  the  same  from  week  to  week.  His 
suggestion  as  to  the  addition  of  porridge  and  jam  to 
the  morning  and  evening  meals  respectively  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Committee. 

The  Weekly  Maintenance  Charges  are  30s.  for 
Home  and  Out-County  Patients  ;  Private  Patients  are 
received  at  rates  varying  from  31s.  to  63s. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  to-day  was 
good,  and  I  notice  that  the  mortality  rate  per  cent, 
during  1921  was  8.9  (Males  8,  Females  9.3),  figures 
which  are  slightly  below  the  average  which  prevailed 
in  similar  Institutions  in  pre-war  years. 

The  72  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  and  ordinary 
causes, Tuberculosis  being  thecause  in  14  and  Pneumonia 
in  12  cases.  In  slightly  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  deaths 
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the  causes  were  verified  by  post  mortem  examination. 
One  inquest  was  held. 

At  my  visit  to-day  I  found  29  Men  and  77  Women 
confined  to  bed,  the  majority  of  them  being  there  for 
treatment  of  their  mental  disorders  or  for  senile  debility, 
but  few  were  dangerously  ill. 

The  Male  Infirmary  Ward  compares  somewhat  un¬ 
favourably  with  that  on  the  Female  side,  where,  in  the 
absence  of  verandahs,  I  found  8  recent  and  acute  cases 
in  bed  in  the  open  air  in  the  attractive  Ward  Garden. 
The  nursing  of  the  sick,  however,  on  both  sides 
appeared  to  me  to  be  careful  and  satisfactory.  No 
case  sheets  are  kept  in  the  Wards,  nor  are  there  any 
bed  cards  in  use.  It  is  high  time  that  the  loose  leaf 
system  of  keeping  case  records  was  adopted  in  this 
Institution. 

The  only  forms  of  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease  since 
the  last  visit  have  been  15  cases  of  Influenza,  7  of 
Dysentery  with  1  death,  and  1  case  of  Erysipelas.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  no  active  cases  of  Dysentery 
on  either  side,  but  7  Men  and  12  Women  are  under 
treatment  for  Tuberculosis:  the  Women  suffering  from 
this  disease  are  isolated  in  the  Sanatorium,  where  the 
first  floor  is  given  up  to  their  use,  the  ground  floor  being 
reserved  for  possible  Dysenteric  Patients  ;  the  Men  are 
warded  in  Male  Ward  8. 

The  only  serious  non-fatal  casualty  occurred  in  the 
case  of  a  Female  Patient  who  scalded  her  face  while 
boiling  water  in  a  tin. 

There  is  nothing  that  requires  special  mention  in  the 
miscellaneous  returns  made  annually  to  my  Board, 
which  are  generally  satisfactory.

No  Female  Nurses  are  employed  on  the  Male  side. 


The  length  of  service  of  the  Male  Attendants  is 
noticeable,  as  many  as  60  per  cent,  of  them  being  able 
to  show  more  than  five  years’  service. 

The  hours  of  duty  are  60  per  week,  with  2\  days  off 
duty  weekly  and  two  weeks’  leave  every  six  months. 

Dr.  Planck  has  the  assistance  of  two  Medical

On  a  visit  to  this  Mental  Hospital  on  the  ist 
November,  1922,  I  examined  each  of  the  23  Patients 
chargeable  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  also 
interviewed  three  Patients  who  were  declassified  on 
September  30th,  1922,  and  transferred  to  the  Pauper 
Class.

The  death  which  has  occurred  was  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 


The  accommodation  provided  for  the  Pensioners  is 
the  same  as  reported  on  the  previous  visit  on  August 
2nd,  1921.  The  Wards  and  Dormitories  were  clean 
and  in  good  order,  and  the  rooms  comfortably  heated

and  equipped.  The  usual  Ward  games  and  means  of 
recreation  and  amusement  are  provided. 

CLOTHING,  &c. 

With  the  exception  of  two  Patients,  who  were  in  bed, 
all  the  Pensioners  were  neatly  clothed  in  blue  serge 
suitings,  which  rendered  them  distinctive  from  the  other 
inmates,  and  their  appearance  and  personal  cleanliness 
indicated  that  they  were  receiving  all  the  necessary 
attention  in  respect  of  dress,  &c. 

ALLOWANCES. 

All  but  three  men,  who  either  do  not  desire  pocket 
money  or  are  unable  to  appreciate  it,  are  receiving  the 
weekly  allowance  of  2s.  6d.,  either  in  cash  or  the 
equivalent  in  small  extras.  The  allowance  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  drawing  it. 

DIET. 

It  was  noted  in  the  previous  Report  that  the  Service 
Patients’  dietary  lacked  variety,  especially  in  respect 
of  the  morning  and  evening  meals.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  dinners  are  now  varied  from  week  to 
week,  and  for  breakfast  either  sausages  or  tinned  meat 
are  given  twice  a  week,  and  jam  is  served  at  tea  on 
three  days  a  week ;  the  issue  of  margarine  has  also 
been  increased  for  breakfast  and  tea.  The  supple¬ 
mented  dietary  evidently  gives  satisfaction  to  the 
Patients. 

DECLASSIFICATION. 

Three  Patients  were  declassified  on  September  30th, 
1922,  and  one  continues  to  be  temporarily  on  the 
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footing  of  a  Service  Patient  pending  the  result  of 
appeal.  Of  these  men  I  gathered  the  following 
particulars : — 

W.  H.  Holman. 

Enlisted  11.8.16;  category  C.II.  Discharged  per¬ 
manently  unfit  7. 12.17,  with  Debility,  shewn  to  have 
existed  pre-war.  Admitted  to  Haywards  Heath  Mental 
Hospital  8.6.18.  He  is  suffering  from  Delusional 
Insanity. 

M.  Paul. 

Patient  states  he  enlisted  August,  1914,  in  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps,  but  was  discharged  three  months 
later  owing  to  epileptic  fits.  Later  joined  2nd  Reserve 
Battalion,  West  Kent  Regiment,  and  served  two 
months  and  was  then  discharged  owing  to  fits.  Later 
he  joined  the  2nd  5th  Royal  Sussex  Regiment,  served 
two  months  and  was  discharged  owing  to  Epilepsy. 
History  of  Epilepsy  from  twelve  years  of  age. 

D.  Patterson. 

* 

Enlisted  July,  1915.  Was  discharged  November, 
1915,  owing  to  Epilepsy.  Denies  having  suffered  from 
Epilepsy  before  enlistment. 

C.  Martin. 

No  M.P.X.9.  Patient  states  he  enlisted  21st  February, 
1920.  Drilled  for  a  few  days  and  fell  down  in  a  fit  and 
was  taken  to  Chichester  Hospital.  Remained  there  a 
few  days  and  returned  to  Unit.  Continued  training  for 
a  few  months  and  then  was  discharged  from  the  Service. 
H  as  suffered  from  Epilepsy  since  childhood.  Appeal 
has  been  lodged. 
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MENTAL  AND  BODILY  CONDITION. 

Two  Service  Patients  were  in  bed — C.  Turner,  a 
recent  admission,  who  was  in  a  condition  of  stupor,  and 
L.  Parsons,  suffering  from  General  Paralysis  of  the 
Insane.  The  remaining  Patients  appeared  to  be  in 
good  bodily  health  and  condition,  and  most  of  their 
weights  shew  an  increase  since  admission. 

The  prognosis  for  those  remaining  under  care  is 
unfavourable.  The  Medical  Superintendent  drew  my 
attention  to  a  Service  Patient  named  R.  H.  Carrick, 
whom  the  Visiting  Dentist  has  examined  and  recom¬ 
mended  that  he  be  supplied  with  dentures.  Approval 
for  the  supply  of  dentures  was  asked  for  in  letters  sent 
to  Pension  Issue  Office  on  26th  September,  1922,  and 
6th  October,  1922,  and  a  letter  was  received  from 
Pension  Issue  Office  on  10th  October,  1922,  saying  the 
matter  had  been  referred  to  the  London  Region.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  question  of  the  supply  of  these 
dentures  be  dealt  with  as  by  instructions  laid  down  in 
Sub-paragraph  4  of  Paragraph  3  of  M.P.I.  178  as 
amended  by  M.P.I.  202.
